Alabama politics are heating up a bit. The race for governor is of course 
attracting a lot of attention; somewhat less is the office of lieutenant 
governor, with several candidates conceding Jim Folsom Jr. is the man to 
beat for that office. Attorney General candidates are coming out of the 
woodwork in sharp contrast with four years ago when Charles Graddick ran 
unopposed. All other statewide offices up for election are seeing a flow of 
candidates ride by and look the office over (or more properly - the other 
candidates), hunting for that sure thing. 


A portion of the Troy Highway will be formally renamed in honor of the late 
Neil Grantham, who served as sheriff of Coffee County until his untimely 
death at the hand of a gunman on that March morning some years ago, The 
ceremony will take place at 2 p.m. Sunday afternoon. We urge those of you 
who shared our feelings for Neil to be there. 


This warm weather has given this country boy the fishing fever. However, 
other duties seem to always get in my way. To make matters worse, I got a 
report Saturday of a young woman fishing with her husband and catching an 
8-3/4-Ib. bass. The worst part is she caught the fish while fishing one of my 
very favorite secret fishing holes. Now that is downright insulting. She didn’t 
release the bass, but will mount it and show it off to everyone; but I*have 
vowed not to offer my congratulations! That will fix her. 


The tragic death last week of seven of the finest minds in the country is still 
making the news, and people speculate on the future of the space program 
following the fiery explosion of the Challenger spacecraft shortly after liftoff. 
In fact, if it had lasted only 54 seconds longer, the exploding solid fuel rocket 
boosters would have broken away and all would have been well. But they 
didn’t. We hope and expect this country to continue the project, after work to 
correct the problem. The seven died in vain if it doesn’t. We salute the 
teacher organizations that have already urged the continuation of the project. 
Ditto for the family members of the other dead ones. 


Humans need the comfort of burying the remains of their dead loved ones, 
but in this situation we kinda hope they don’t find torn parts of bodies that 
can’t really be identified. It would create a problem. What do you do with 
the charred remains of an arm, two ribs and/or a portion of a leg bone. . . 
none of which can be honestly identified as belonging to any one person. We 
don’t want to talk about throwing them away; we can’t just divide the pieces 
among the survivors and lie to them - so what do you do? Let’s utter a word of 
prayer for their souls, a word of thanks for their contribution to mankind and 
hope both are heard. 


There is a lot of talk of balancing the budget in Washington, and the 
catch-name for the program is Gramm-Rudman, named after the two main 
Sponsors of the adopted bill. We noted previously that this would be fine 
until the pinch hit home, and now it is hitting home on those congressmen 
charged with balancing the budget. If the cuts are made, it will force 
members of Congress to cut their office expenses by $185,000 a year and a 
joint slash in mailing expenses of $50 million! Now we begin to see 
motivation for either cutting defense or increasing taxes. 


The continuing problem at the Hormel plant in Austin, Minnesota, has me 
puzzled. It is strictly a local situation, with the national headquarters of the 
local union on the side of management. In fact the national has been quoted 
as calling the strike ‘‘mass suicide.’’ However, it ain’t about to go away, as a 
few diehards are bent on winning or destroying the company and anyone who 
eats their products. The news that razor blades had been found in the 
products makes me heartsick. 


Hey, the price of oil continues to drop. Since my ownership of oil company

to one country boy. We already have regular gas available for less than a 
dollar and this doesn’t reflect any of the recent cuts in the price of oil futures. 


The flu bug has hit our area and those who haven't been struck down 
shouldn't shout, because it is still possible. We found one school with 23 
percent of the students and over a third of the teachers out fighting the bug. 
Good luck. 


This country boy missed work Monday, but it apparently wasn’t the flu, 
because I would have returned to work after being sick most of Sunday, 
Sunday night and Monday morning, but the vote at the office was they didn’t 
want me around. Apparently they would rather do the work than run the risk 


of catching something from me. Or maybe they would just rather not have 
me around at all . . . better think about that one a while.

What does the 
Bible say about 
“Hard Drugs’? 


Modern American society is rapidly becoming a ‘‘drug ridden’’ 
society. Drugs are abused by every age group and every income level 
with ever increasing frequency, and every day more and more people, 
especially young people are involved in abuse. While scientists and 
drug specialists draw distinctions between the abuse of so called 
‘‘soft’’ drugs, such as marijuana, or alcohol, and ‘‘hard’’ drugs, such 
as heroin and cocaine, the Bible views all as sinful. 

The degree of drug abuse seen today was unknown in Bible times, 

fae been around at least since Noah planted a 
ot drunk. In Gal, 5:19-21, Paul discusses the works of 
the flesh, Included in the list of sins is ‘‘sorcery,’’ or ‘‘witchcraft.’’ 
The Greek word used here shows that the root idea of sorcery was in 


There are a number of reasons that the abuse of drugs is a violation 
of God's word. According to I Cor. 6:19-20, the body is the temple of 
the Holy Spirit, and is to be used to glorify God. Medical research is 
now confirming the worst fears about the tremendous harm done to 
the body by drugs. Even marijuana, which was once thought to be 
relatively harmless, is now recognized as being extremely dangerous to 


Not only are drugs harmful to the body, but most of them, 
especially hard drugs are illegal, Paul writes in Rom. 13:1, ‘Let every 
soul be subject unto the higher powers. For there is no power but of 
God: the powers that be are ordained of God.’’ God has said that to 
please Him, one must abide by the laws of the land, and those laws 
make the use of ‘‘hard,’’ and other drugs, illegal. 

When asked which is the great commandment in the law, Jesus 
replied, Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind. 
commandment, And the second is like unto it, Thou shslt love thy 
neighbor as thyself'’ (Matt. 22:37-39). 
neighbor as ourselves, Jesus implied that we are to love ourselves. The 
use and abuse of drugs is not an act of self-love, but of self- 


The use of drugs is certainly not a demonstration of loving God with 
all of one’s heart, soul, and mind, because the power of drugs is such 
that they can completely control a person ‘‘hooked’’ on drugs. Once a 
person becomes addicted to drugs, he will do almost anything to obtain 
more drugs or the money to buy them. Paul warned, ‘Know ye not, 
that to whom he yield yourselves servants to obey, his servants ye are

This week we're visiting one of 
the liveliest, spunkiest, neatest 
ladies you'll ever meet! Her name is 
Cesta Korus and she has such a 
refreshing attitude toward 
everything. She is a lady with 
indomitable courage and = an 
unquenchable zest for life! 

She is fortunate in that her 
hearing and eyesight is extra- 
ordinarily good for a young lady of 
83. She has a good memory and a 
keen sense of humor and witty 
sayings. 

I first met Miss Cesta in the 
dining room one evening around 
suppertime. We chatted for a while 
and then I left, and we got together 
Sunday afternoon to finish our 
conversation. 

Upon approaching her in the 
dining room, I asked, ‘‘May I talk 
with you for a few moments, while 
you wait for your supper?’’, to which 
she replied, ‘'I don’t know - it 


-depends on what you want to talk 


about!’ Well, I was sorta taken 
aback, but I said, ‘‘YOU!"’ and she 
said, ‘That's nothing to talk about!”’ 
I said, ‘‘You are a card,’’ and she 
said, ‘‘That’s what they tell me!’’ So 
that was our introduction. 


Miss Cesta is a petite lady with 

pretty white hair and the prettiest 
blue eyes. She said lots of folks 
commented on her blue eyes; *’. 
. . but if you ever saw my brother, 
Carmie Lee's blue eyes, you'd go 
crazy! His eyes are pure, true, 
sky-blue.’’ She doesn’t even wear 
glasses except for ‘reading, sewing, 
close work."’ 

Miss Cesta’s full name is Cesta 
Luria Clower (no ‘‘s’’ on Clower, she 
informed me) Korus and she was 
born November 28, 1902, in the 
Chestnut Grove Community. When 
asked the origin of such an unusual 
name, she told us, ‘I don’t know 
where Cesta came from except a 
Mrs. Snow, a friend of the family, 
named me Cesta, and my aunt, Mrs. 
Willy Hattaway, put the Luria to it.”’ 

Her parents were Jolly Malvin 
and Magnolia Murphree Clower of 
the Chestnut Grove Community. 
Everyone called her father Malvin 
and he was a farmer. Miss Magnolia 
was born in the Victoria Community. 

There were eight children in the 
family, including Miss Cesta. They 
are: a baby sister who died as an 
infant of two - three months old; 
Nancy O'Beria, who is now 
deceased, but was married to Carlos 
Helms and they made their home in 
the Chestnut Grove Community;

Coley, who is now deceased, but was 
married to Ollie Ziglar and they 
resided in the Chestnut Grove 
Community; Lala Pearl Clower, a 
resident of Albany, Ga.,; Irma, who 
is married to Emory Stinson and they 
reside in Orosi, Calif.; Carmi Lee, 
whose wife is Ann and they live in 
Birmingham; and another child who 
died at birth. 

Miss Cesta was married to Alex 
Paul Korus, a native of North 
Chicago, Ill, | asked what nationality 
was the name of Korus, and she 
said Polish. 

We also asked how a little ole 
Southern girl from the Chestnut 
Grove Community met a Polish fella 
from Chicago; and she met him in a 
very interesting way. She was a 
seamstress with Naval Alterations in 
Norfolk, Va., and a saleslady for the 
Navy, and she was waiting at a bus 
stop to go home after work, when he 
walked up and wanted to ride with 
her downtown to see a stage show. 
‘Do you remember what you saw?”’ 
I asked, and she laughed and said, 
‘Oh, I was afraid you were going to 
ask me that! No, I don’t, but I 
remember it was very good!”’ 

We just had to ask how a little ole 
Southern girl from the Chestnut 
Grove Community became a 
seamstress with the Navy in Norfolk, 
and she said, ‘‘My brother Coley was 
working up there and he wanted me 
to come up there and work. Actually, 
it was in Ocean View, a suburb of 
Norfolk. And I had another job there 
besides working in Alterations with 
the Navy. First, I worked at a Naval 
hospital about five years. I was head 
seamstress and operated two cash 
registers - one for laundry and one 
for tailoring; I was under $1,000 
bond on each cash register.’’ 

Before Miss Cesta married Mr.

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pretty blue eyes, she told us, “Days 


» ‘of Our Lives,’ ‘‘Another World,” 


and ‘Dallas’ are her favorite 
programs. 

When we inquired if she liked 
gardening, her enthusiastic reply 
was, ‘'‘Oh boy, I was a fool about my 
yard work. Everybody said I had the 
prettiest yard! I do have a ‘Green 
Thumb.’ I grew almost everything - 
zinnias, marigolds, amaryllis and 
day lilies, sunflowers; I had a 
popcorn tree, wandering jew, roses, 
tulips, poppies, ferns, violets . . .”’

Miss Cesta has been to California 
three times to visit her sister: ‘‘] 
went on the bus the first time -- took 
the Southern scenic view route - took 
us four days and nights to get 
there.’"” When asked if she was 
exhausted upon arrival, she quickly 
said, ‘‘No, we were having too good 
of a time to get tired!’’ The other 
two, times, ‘‘I went by plane.’’ 

Her advice to us: ‘‘I say go to 
school and get a. good education and 
put it to good use before thinking of 
marriage.

THE MYSTIQUE OF 40 


When a word or phrase or a 
number like 40 is regularly and 
continually used, we rightly conclude 
it takes on a special importance.

justice.

Moses spent 40 days 
on Mount Sinai being instructed by 
God in the Law. The Israelites 
wandered for 40 years in the desert. 
God, through the prophet Jonah, 
gave the pagan city of Ninevah 40 
days to repent or be destroyed. Jesus 
fasted in the desert for 40 days and 
nights in preparation for his public 
life. The lame man cured by Peter 
and Paul was 40 years old. Paul 
received 40 strips - and an extra one - 
as punishment from- the civil 
authorities for preaching the Gospel. 

The men who formed a con- 
spiracy to assassinate Paul were 
exactly 40 in number. After His 
resurrection Jesus remained with his 
apostles for 40 days. In the Book of 
Revelation we read that the Chosen 
Ones who carry the Sign of 
salvation on them and who 
accompany the Mystic Lamb 
everywhere number 144,000 exactly, 
a perfect multiple of 40. The prophet 
Elijah walked all the way to Mount 
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Horeb without stopping, for 40 days 
and 40 nights, being fed by an angel 
with miraculous bread and oil. God 
chose Saul to be the first king of 
Israel at the age of 40. 

Ben Franklin was taken by the 
number 40. As he said in his ‘‘Poor 
Richard’s Almanac’’ of June, 1741, 
‘tat 20, the will in a man reigns; at 
30, the wit. But at 40, the judgment 
of maturity.”’

For, at that 
Biblical age, we should have learned 
all the basic lessons of living that we 
need to know, and be ready to apply 
them for the rest of our lives.

Assistant fire chief Larry 
Goodson addressed the council and 
reported that a study by the 
department indicated it would cost 
$140,000 to upgrade the fire 
department trucks to the point 
recommended by experts making the 
study for fire insurance ratings.

Two recently completed training 
courses in the new fire department 
building are a start in that direction, 
Goodson said. More training, 
repairs to some of the older 
equipment and upgrading of the 
water supply are all needed to 
accomplish this goal, he said. 


Commission May Soon Face Garbage Problems 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Feb,, 10, at the courthouse in Elba 
and heard a local developer request 


the commission to allow developers, . 


realtors and landowners to provide 
input prior to the adoption of sub- 
division regulations in the county. 

Mr. James Floyd addressed the 
commission and stated he ‘‘shared 
its concern over development in the 
county,”’ 

FLoyd said the rural areas of the 
county should be developed so as not 
to be costly - but complementary - to 
all the county. He suggested that 


developers, realtors and landowners 
be allowed to have input into the 
establishment of regulations 
concerning subdivisions in the 
county. 

The commission agreed the 
developers and realtors could 
provide a valuable insight into the 
actual wording of the regulations and 
agreed to allow the outside interests 
to look at the nroposed regulations 
prior to their adoption. 

County engineer Mac Rushing 
reported a recent inspection of the 
county landfill revealed the landfill 
was in full compliance with all state 


environmental regulations. A minor 
erosion problem was __ listed; 
however, Rushing said the problem 
could be worked out, and hinted the 
solution might actually extend the 
life of the landfill’s usefulness. 

The engineer passed out a 
detailed proposal concerning sub- 
division regulations’ and told the 
commission the purpose of the 
regulations was to establish 
minimum standards for construction 
of subdivisions. 

“The regulations give the 
commission a tool with which to 
enforce the construction code,’’ said

The ever-present problem of 
rural garbage pickup again was
